Elder  Bruce  R.  McConkie  of  the  LDS  Council  of 
Twelve  spoke  about  the  origin,  operation,  present 
status  and  future  of  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  God.

“Various  keys  were  given  at  divers  times,  chiefly 
on  April  3,  1836,  and  this  continued  until  all  the 
rivers  of  the  past  had  flown  into  the  ocean  of  the 
present  and  mortal  men  possessed  all  of  the  keys 
and  powers  ever  vested  in  men  in  any  age  from 
Adam  to  the  present.”

It's  Houston  vs.  Wolfpack 


ALBUQUERQUE, 
N.M.  (AP)  —  Ralph 
Sampson  accepted  the 
Adolph  Rupp  Trophy  as 
The  Associated  Press’ 
College  Basketball 
Player  of  the  Year  on 
Friday  and  said  he  plans 
to  become  stronger  for 
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ALBUQUERQUE,  N.M.  (AP)  — North  Caroli¬ 
na  State  can  never  say  it  was  not  warned  about  the 
dangers  that  await  it  Monday  night. 

The  Wolfpack  players  are,  after  all,  spending 
more  than  48  hours  awaiting  a  confrontation  with 
the  menacing,  dunk-happy  Houston  Cougars  for 
the  NCAA  basketball  championship. 

North  Carolina  State  advanced  to  tonight’s  final 
game  with  the  Cougars  after  beating  Georgia  67-60 . 
in  the  semifinals  Saturday  behind  Dereck  Whitten- 
burg’s  outside  shooting  and  Thurl  Bailey’s  inside 


On  Sunday,  the  underdogs  from  Tobacco  Road 
spent  more  than  an  hour  politely  answering  an 
army  of  sportswriters  who  seemed  to  be  suggesting 
by  the  tone  of  their  questions  an  execution  rather 
than  a  game. 

Coach  Jim  Valvano,  a  happy-go-lucky  37-year- 
old  whose  one-liners  have  been  a  highpoint  of  this 
Final  Four,  set  the  mood. 

“It  was  an  awesome  display  of  talent  and  confi¬ 
dence,”  he  said  of  Houston’s  94-81  semifinal  slaugh¬ 
ter  of  No.  2  Louisville.  While  Wolfpack  seniors  De¬ 
reck  Wittenburg,  Sidney  Lowe  and  Thurl  Bailey 
sat  and  listened,  their  coach  said  the  Cougars  “were 
absolutely  awesome.” 

“I’ve  never  seen  anything  like  that  in  16  years  of 
college  basketball,”  he  said.  “They  were  just  in¬ 
credible.  I  honestly  think  Houston’s  shots  should 
count  for  just  one  point,  and  Dereck’s  should  count 
three.” 

Then  Valvano’s  players,  who  are  accustomed  to 
the  underdog  role,  took  up  the  theme. 

Incredible  performance 

“That  was  the  most  incredible  performance  I’ve 


ever  seen  by  a  basketball  team,”  said  Bailey,  who’s 
averaged  almost  18  points  while  NC  State  adv¬ 
anced  through  the  tournament  beating  one  favorite 
after  another.  “I  was  sitting  in  front  of  the  TV  with 
my  mouth  hanging  open.  I  wouldn’t  have  been  sur¬ 
prised  if  some  of  their  fans  came  out  and  started 
dunking.  It  seemed  like  Houston  let  itself  get  be¬ 
hind  just  so  they  could  come  from  behind.  It  was 
just  awesome.” 

North  Carolina  State,  at  25-10,  is  one  of  the  few 
teams  with  double-digit  losses  ever  to  advance  to 
the  title  game.  The  Wolfpack  probably  wouldn’t 
even  be  in  the  tournament  if  it  hadn’t  won  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Conference  postseason  tournament. 
But  to  think  that  almost  everybody  expects  them  to 
get  blown  away  Monday  night  must  be  nettlesome 
to  the  team  that  beat  Virginia  and  Ralph  Sampson 
twice  in  two  weeks. 

Bailey  was  asked  if  he  wasn’t  tired  of  everybody 
talking  about  the  greatness  of  the  Cougars. 

“No,  not  at  all,”  he  said.  “They  are  great.” 

Does  the  Wolfpack  play  over  its  head  to  win? 

“Yes,  we  do.” 

Then  he  went  on  to  assure  everyone  that  North 
Carolina  does  intend  to  try  to  win. 

“I  feel  like  we  are  a  talented  team,  too.  We  might 
catch  them  at  just  the  right  time.  If  we  win  the 
game,  everybody  will  tell  us,  ‘Oh,  I  knew  you  could 
do  it’.” 

Then  as  he  left,  he  looked  one  questioner  in  the 
eye  and  said,  not  unpleasantly,  “I  don’t  feel  like  I’m 
on  death  row.” 

That  may  have  been  how  Louisville  felt,  howev¬ 
er,  after  losing  Saturday  to  Houston. 

Louisville’s  Scooter  McCray  said  he’d  never  seen 


anything  like  it  “in  a  real  game.” 

Actually,  it  was  just  another  fraternity  party  for 
Houston’s  rowdy  Phi  Slama  Jama  dunking  brothers 
Saturday  as  the  Cougars  continued  their  season- 
long  antics  with  a  94-81  victory  over  the  stunned 
Louisville  Cardinals. 

After  being  bottled  up  for  much  of  the  game  and 
trailing  57-49  in  the  second  half,  the  Cougars,  who 
have  lived  by  the  dunk  all  season,  suddenly  broke 
Louisville’s  press  and  reeled  off  four  consecutive 
dunks  as  part  of  a  13-0  run  to  take  a  lead  they  never 
lost. 

“This  was  just  an  average  game  for  us  from  a 
physical  standpoint,”  said  forward  Clyde  Drexler, 
who  helped  fuel  Houston’s  assault  with  a  stunning 
double-pump  dunk  during  the  Cougars’  explosion. 

Houston’s  Larry  Micheaux  had  just  fouled  out 
seconds  before  the  Cougars  started  their  massive 
comeback.  Louisville’s  press  had  effectively  con¬ 
tained  the  Cougars  to  that  point. 

Houston  Coach  Guy  Lewis  appeared  contused 
that  Micheaux  had  drawn  his  fifth  foul,  and  he 
admitted  later  that  neither  he  nor  his  coaches  were 
aware  that  the  6-foot-9  Micheaux  was  in  serious 
foul  trouble. 

Technical  foul 

Lewis’  trademark,  a  red  polka-dot  towel,  also 
caused  him  embarrassment  in  the  first  half  when  he 
apparently  threw  the  towel  onto  the  court  during  a 
Louisville  steal  and  breakaway,  drawing  a  technic¬ 
al  foul. 

The  Cougars  had  11  dunks  among  their  24  field 
goals  in  the  second  half.

The  Cougars,  who  improved  their  record  to  16-6 
on  the  season,  are  scheduled  to  play  Southern  Utah 
State  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  with  games  get¬ 
ting  under  way  at  1  p.m.  both  days. 

Trouble  began  for  the  Cougars  on  Saturday  when 
Long  Beach  State  jumped  on  pitcher  Scott  Nielsen 
for  five  runs  in  the  first  inning. 

“It  really  shook  us  up,”  said  Coach  Gary  PullinS. 
“When  they  bombed  us  early,  the  team  knew  it  was 
either  sink  or  swim.” 

Nielsen  gave  up  a  total  of  nine  runs  on  10  hits 
after  two  and  two-thirds  innings  before  being  re- 
ligyed  by  freshman  Mark  Beavers. 

Beavers  threw  five  innings^  giving  up  two  runs, 
anS  was  replaced  by  Ron  Saffell.  Saffell  gave  way 
to  reliever  Jim  Bowden  in  the  ninth  inning.  Bowden 
came  into  the  game  with  two  men  on  base  and  was 
able  to  throw  two  pitches  and  get  a  double  play 
which  sent  Long  Beach  State  back  into  the  field. 
The  Cougars  used  a  total  of  four  pitchers  to  pull  off 
the  win. 

BYU  came  through  in  the  bottom  of  the  ninth 
1  inning  when  center  fielder  Jim  Mecate  singled.  Me- 
cate  went  to  second  as  an  error  left  freshman  Gary 
Cooper  safe  on  first.  Bart  Day,  BYU’s  designated 


hitter,  lofted  a  hit-and-run  single  to  right  field, 
scoring  Mecate.  This  put  the  Cougars  up  12-11  and 
gave  them  the  win  and  the  tournament  title. 

Pullins  said  he  was  pleased  With  the  win  and  the 
overall  play  of  his  team.  “It  was  a  combination  of 
really  playing  well  at  the  right  times,”  he  said. 
“Against  that  calibre  of  competition  it  would  have 
been  easy  to  come  back  with  a  record  of  3-10.” 

BYU,  however,  posted  a  10-3  record  for  the  road 
trip.  In  the  Best  in  the  West  Baseball  Classic,  the 
Cougars  suffered  only  one  blemish  on  their  record, 
an  11-8  loss  to  USC.  BYU  defeated  Cal-State  Ful¬ 
lerton  twice,  Long  Beach  State,  Fresno  State,  and 
Nevada-Las  Vegas,  to  chalk  up'  five  wins  in  the 
tournament. 

Pullins  said  Cougar  first  baseman  Wally  Joyner 
would  be  selected  the  most  valuable  player  in  the 
tournament  after  rewriting  most  of  the  records. 

Joyner  set  three  records  with  six  doubles,  13  hits 
and  10  runs  batted  in.  Cory  Snyder  also  added  to 
BYU’s  fire  power  by  knocking  out  two  home  runs 
against  Long  Beach  State,  upping  his  total  to  seven 
home  runs  for  the  year. 


Pullins  said  the  Cougars  were  second  in  the  na¬ 
tion  last  year  in  hitting,  but  this  year  they  are  doing 


better. 

“We’re  hitting  as  well  as  we  did  in  late  April  last 
year,”  Pullins  said.  “Against  the  competition  we’ve 
been  facing,  there’s  no  question  that  we  have  an 
outstanding  ball  club.”

The  news  conference  was  held/  by  Don  King  to 
formally  announce  a  show  at  the  Dunes  Hotel  and 
Country  Club  in  Las  Vegas,  featuring  Holmes’  15th 
title  defense  in  a  scheduled  12-rounder  against  Tim 
Witherspoon,  and  Dokes’  first  defense  of  the  World 
Boxing  Association  title  against  Mike  Weaver, 
from  whom  he  won  the  title  in  63  seconds  last  Dec.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  — 
The  National  Basketball 
Association  averted  a 
threatened  strike  when 
its  players’  union  and 
management  agreed  on 
a  tentative  contract 
Thursday  that  will  make 
the  league  the  first  to 
guarantee  players  a 
share  of  gross  revenues. 

The  proposed  four- 
year  pact  will  guarantee 
players  a  53  percent 
share  of  gross  revenues, 
effective  with  the  1983- 
84  season.  But  key  sal¬ 
ary  cap  provisions  will 
not  begin  until  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year. 

The  cap  would  pre¬ 
vent  teams  from  signing 
other  clubs’  free  agents 
or  trading  for  players 
who  would  increase 
their  payroll.  It  also  re¬

Baseball  has  lagged  i 
way  behind  football  in! 
realizing  the  financial 
potential  of  television. 1 
But  it’s  starting  to  catch 
up. 

Most  notable,  of 
course,  is  the  pending 
contract  between  NBC 
(and  possibly  ABC)  and 1 
baseball.  Starting  next 
year,  it  will  bring  base¬ 
ball  an  estimated  $1  bil¬ 
lion  over  five  years  —  or 
somewhere  between  $6 1 
million  and  $7  million 
per  team  per  year. 

Some  owners  —  not¬ 
ably  Atlanta’s  Ted  Tur¬ 
ner  — were  so  pleased 
that  there  was  talk  ab¬ 
out  rescinding  the  pink 
slip  they  handed  Com¬ 
missioner  Bowie  Kuhn 
as  a  reward  for  his  part 
in  the  negotiations. 

Less  dramatic,  but 
just  as  significant  for  the 
future,  is  the  dramatic 
increase  in  radio  and 
television  revenue  this 
year,  even  before  the 
new  contract  takes 
effect. 

According  to  Broad¬ 
casting  Magazine,  the 
combined  value  of  net¬ 
work  and  local  televison 
contracts  for  baseball 
this  year  is  $153  million.

NBA  would  use  other 
teams’  revenues  to 
bring  the  struggling 
clubs  up  to  the  minimum 
standard.

The  union,  which  had 
set  a  Saturday  strike 
deadline,  will  consider 
the  proposal  Monday. 
Larry  Fleisher,  the  un¬ 
ion’s  general  counsel 
and  chief  negotiator, 
said  ratification  was  ex¬ 


pected  by  the  23  player 
representatives. 

“It’s  a  landmark  labor 
agreement  in  profes¬ 
sional  sports,”  said 
NBA  Commissioner 
Larry  O’Brien,  who 
announced  the  pact  on 
behalf  of  the  NBA 
Board  of  Governors. 
The  board  has  approved 
the  settlement. 

“This  settlement  is 
unique  in  the  history  of 
sports,”  said  Bob  Lanier 
of  the  Milwaukee  Bucks, 
president  of  the  Players 
Association. 

A  strike  would  have 
been  the  third  by  a  pro¬ 


fessional  sports  league 
in  as  many  years.  In 
1981,  baseball  players 
struck  for  50  days;  last 
year,  NFL  players 
struck  for.  57  days. 

O’Brien  said  22  of  the 
23  members  of  the 
Board  of  Governors 
voted  for  the  settle¬ 
ment.

The  manuals  and  teaching  supple¬ 
ments  provided  by  the  church  are  the 
result  of  many  hours  of  work  by  faith¬ 
ful  and  knowledgeable  church-service 
writers  called  and  set  apart  by  one  of 
the  general  authorities.  “Teachers 
would  be  well  advised  to  study  care¬ 
fully  the  scriptures  and  their  manuals 
before  reaching  out  for  supplemental 
materials,”  he  said. 

Teachers  can  stay  on  safe  ground 
by  using  the  standard  works, 
approved  manuals  and  writings  of  the 
general  authorities.  Elder  Ballard 
said  President  Kimball  encourages 
church  teachers  to  take  a  particular 
interest  in  stregthening  and  impro¬ 
ving  the  quality  of  teaching. 

He  urged  priesthood  leaders  to 
take  care  when  selecting  those  who 
will  teach  in  stakes,  wards  or 
quorums.  “I  believe  there  is  no  grea¬ 
ter  call  in  the  church  than  to  be  an 
effective  teacher.” 

Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Twelve  said  members  of  the 
church  develop  self-control  because 
they  are  taught  the  importance  of 
freedom  of  choice. 

“They  are  obedient  because  they 
know  certain  spiritual  truths  and 
have  decided  as  an  expression  of  their 
own  individual  agency  to  obey  the 
commandments  of  God,”  he  said. 

Elder  Packer  said  church  members 
are  obedient  not  because  they  are 
spiritually  blind,  but  because  they  can 
see  the  importance  of  excercising  self- 
control.  “It  is  not  easy  to  foster  self- 
control  when  the  world  preaches  in¬ 
dulgence.” 

Another  asset  members  of  the 
church  have  that  aids  their  develop¬ 
ment  of  freedom  is  their  knowledge  of 
the  truth,  he  said. 

The  importance  of  using  positive 
words  was  stressed  by  Elder  Ted  E. 
Brewerton  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
Seventy.  “There  is  no  place  in  this 
church  or  in  any  of  our  families  for 
pessimism  or  negatvisim — we  should 
be  incurable  optimists.” 

He  said  that  of  the  Lord’s  Ten  Com¬ 
mandments,  taking  the  name  of  God 
in  vain  is  probably  the  one  most  often 
broken.  “If  we  are  not  most  careful  in 
our  thoughts  and  speech  the  words 
we  use  will  use  us.  Profane  words 
never  edify.” 

Elder  Brewerton  said  if  a  person  is 
cynical,  pessimistic  or  negative,  he 
has  the  least  progress,  happiness  and 
prosperity. 

“We  should  never  lower  our  dignity 
by  lowering  our  language.” 

Elder  Theodore  M.  Burton,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy, 
said  forgiveness,  like  many  things  in 
the  gospel,  begins  in  the  home.  “To 
the  extent  we  give  forgiveness  to 
others,  we  can  expect  to  receive  for¬ 
giveness  for  ourselves.  It  is  all  part  of 
the  process  of  repentence.”

THE  QUESTIONS  MOST  OFTEN  ASKED  ABOUT  INDEPENDENT  STUDY 


Here  at  Independent  Study,  we  are  often  asked 
the  question  “Why  doesn’t  our  BYU  tuition  cover 
Independent  Study?”  There  are  various  reasons 
why  this  is  so.  Perhaps  the  most  important  one  is 
that  Independent  Study  does  not  receive  any 
funds  from  either  BYU  tuition  or  from  the  tithes  of 
the  LDS  church  in  order  to  sustain  itself.  Other 
reasons  include  the  fact  that  you  are  not  a  BYU 
student  by  enrolling  in  BYU  Independent  Study; 
you  have  one  year  to  complete  a  course  rather 
than  just  one  semester;  and  if  you  do  not  complete 
the  course,  you  are  not  penalized  in  any  way.  BYU 
Independent  Study  is  a  non-profit  organization  re¬ 
quiring  a  minimal  fee  of  $39.00  per  credit  hour  in 
order  to  cover  costs. 


Another  question  we  are  often  asked  is  “Why  does 
it  take  so  long  to  get  back  a  test  score  or  a  home¬ 
work  assignment?”  When  a  student  hands  in  an  as¬ 
signment,  the  assignment  is  put  into  the  campus 
mail  to  be  delivered  to  the  instructor  of  the  course. 
The  instructor  has  as  much  time  as  he  or  she  wants 
to  grade  the  assignment  and  put  any  comments 
that  he  or  she  might  feel  useful  to  the  student.  The 
assignment  is  then  put  back  into  the  campus  mail 
by  the  instructor  where  it  is  delivered  to  Indepen¬ 
dent  Study.  We  take  the  score,  enter  it  onto  the 
computer,  and  then  mail  the  results  to  the  stu¬ 
dents.  This  whole  process  takes  from  one  and  a 
half  weeks  to  two  weeks.  Actually,  it  doesn’t  take 
any  longer  to  receive  the  results  of  a  test  or  assign¬ 
ment  from  Independent  Study  than  it  does  on  any 


The  Advantages  of 
Independent  Study 

There  are  many  advantages  to  be  obtained  by  enrolling  in  BYU’s  Independent 
Study  Program.  They  include  being  able  to: 

1.  Take  a  course  with  the  same  content  and  objectives  as  courses  offered  on  cam¬ 
pus,  independent  of  a  classroom  and  schedule. 

2.  Take  up  to  a  full  year  to  complete  a  course.

Sometimes  we  are  asked  the  question  “Are  Inde¬ 
pendent  Study  courses  harder  or  easier  than  the 
courses  on  campus?”  Each  Independent  Study 
course  is  written  to  approximate  the  same  work¬ 
load  and  experience  as  the  identical  course  on 
campus. 

We  are  often  asked  the  question  “Do  you  have  all 
the  courses  that  BYU  offers  through  Independent 
Study?”  It  is  not  feasible  to  offer  all  the  courses 
that  BYU  offers  through  Independent  Study.  How¬ 
ever,  most  lower  division  courses  are  offered.  This 
allows  the  student  to  concentrate  on  major  course 
work  while  on  campus. 


One  question  that  really  concerns  students  is 
“When  will  my  Independent  Study  grade  show  up 
on  my  transcript?”  It  takes  3-4  weeks  for  an  Inde¬ 
pendent  Study  grade  to  show  up  on  a  school  tran¬ 
script.

A  small  minority  finish  sooner,  as  a  stu¬ 
dent  is  allowed  to  hand  in  up  to  three  assignments 
a  week  in  order  to  finish  a  class  sooner  than  a

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Leaders  instruct  priesthood

“As  fathers  and  sons,  we  should  realize 
what  great  things  we  can  accomplish  by 
actions  that  seem  unimportant  or  insignifi¬ 
cant  at  the  time,”  Matthew  said. 


Although  fathers  may  be  having  prob¬ 
lems  with  their  children,  the  elder  Holland 
said  they  must  continue  to  strive  for 
togetherness.  “I  simply  say  to  us  all, 
young  and  old,  never  give  up.  Keep 
trying,  keep  reaching,  keep  talking,  keep 
praying— but  never  never  give  up.  Above 
all,  never  pull  away  from  each  other.” 

Matthew  echoed  his  father’s  thoughts: 
“I  plead  with  you  not  to  think  that  the  only 
important  priesthood  or  spiritual  lessons 
are  taught  by  church  programs.  Make 
your  homes  like  heaven.  Let  them  be  a 
place  where  sons  and  daughters  can  learn, 
grow,  ask  and  express  themselves  free  of 
criticism/and  to  an  open  ear  and  heart.” 

Holland  added,  “Brethren,  we  all  know 
this  is  not  an  easy  assignment,  but  surely 
it  ranks  among  the  most  imperative  ever 
given,  in  time  or  eternity.  We  must  not 
turn  our  children  away.” 

Relationships 

According  to  Elder  James  E.  Faust,  a 
member  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy, 
the  “do-your-own-thing”  trend  has  inter¬ 
fered  with  people  developing  close  and 
trusting  family  relationships. 

“Time  together  is  precious  time  —  time 
needed  to  talk,  to  listen,  to  encourage,  and 
to  show  how  to  do  things. 

“Less  time  together  can  result  in  loneli¬ 
ness,  which  may  produce  inner  feelings  of 
being  unsupplied,  untreasured  and  in¬ 
adequate.” 

If  family  members  are  not  loyal  to  each 
other,  they  are  disloyal  to  themselves, 
Elder  Faust  said. 

He  said  making  special  occasions  of  the 
blessing  of  children,  baptisms,  ordinations 
to  the  priesthood,  birthdays,  fishing  trips, 
and  family  home  evening  strengthens 
family  relationships. 

Other  ways  to  enrich  family  life  include 
having  family  prayer  night  and  morning, 
studying  the  scriptures  and  remembering 
to  do  everything  in  the  spirit  of  love,  Elder 
Faust  said. 

“Truthfulness  should  be  an  absolute  in 
every  family. 

“Devotion  to  God  in  the  home  seems  to 
forge  the  spiritual  moorings  and  stability 
that  help  the  family  cope.” 

Elder  Dean  L.  Larsen,  a  member  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  Seventy,  also  carried  the 
theme  about  the  family’s  influence  on 
young  members  in  his  talk. 


“The  more  we  learn  about  the  power  of 
the  influence  exerted  in  families,  the  more 
we  can  appreciate  the  counsel  given  to  us 
by  our  leaders  from  the  earliest  days  of  the 
church  to  make  certain  that  the  environ¬ 
ment  in  our  homes  is  what  it  should  be.” 

Stigma  disappears 
Elder  Larsen  said  the  challenges  for 
church  members  will  increase  as  the  com¬ 
ing  of  the  Savior  moves  closer  .  “There  will 
be  more  temptations  in  our  daily  lives,  and 
they  will  become  more  intense.  It  will  be¬ 
come  more  acceptable  in  the  world  to 
break  the  laws  of  God  or  to  disregard  them 
altogether.  The  stigma  attached  to  immor¬ 
al,  dishonest  behavior  will  disappear.”

As  these  challenges  increase,  Elder 
Larsen  said,  more  will  be  expected  of 
church  members,  especially  young  mem¬ 
bers.  “As  President  Kimball  has  warned 
us,  it  will  not  be  acceptable  nor  safe  to 
remain  on  the  plateaus  where  our  present 
conduct  has  kept  us.  Our  lives  must  be 
better  than  they  have  ever  been  before.” 

According  to  Elder  Larsen,  there  is  an 
increasing  and  dangerous  tendency  for 
young  people  to  commit  sins  with  the  in¬ 
tent  of  indulging  temporarily  as  some  type 
of  excitement.  “There  is  no  such  thing  as  a 
rivate  sin.  Although  its  commission  can 
e  calculated  and  predetermined,  its 
effects  cannot  be  regulated  by  the  person 
guilty  of  misbehavior.” 

With  these  increasing  temptations, 
Elder  Larsen  urged  young  members  to 
follow  the  guidelines  of  Jesus  Christ.  “You 
can  contribute  as  much  to  the  spiritual 
environment  of  your  homes  as  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  your  family,  and  you  have  an  obliga¬ 
tion  to  do  so.  You  may  have  a  greater 
influence  than  you  have  thought  possible, 
if  you  will  do  your  own  part.” 

President  Ezra  Taft  Benson  of  the  LDS 
Council  of  Twelve  said  the  Latter-day 
Saints’  challenge  is  to  live  in  this  world  but 
to  not  partake  of  the  sins  of  it. 

He  referred  to  priesthood  holders  as 
shepherds  called  by  God  to  “feed  my 
sheep.” 

In  Jesus’  time,  President  Benson  said, 
the  shepherd  knew  each  of  the  sheep  and 
usually  had  a  name  for  each.  The  sheep 
knew  his  voice  and  trusted  him  and  would 
not  follow  a  stranger. 

“The  true  shepherd  was  willing  to  give 


his  life  for  the  sheep  and  would  go  in 
amongst  the  sheep  and  fight  for  their  wel¬ 
fare.” 

He  said  J esus  used  this  common  illustra¬ 
tion  of  his  day  to  declare  that  he  was  the 
good  shepherd,  the  true  shepherd.  Be¬ 
cause  of  Jesus’  love  for  his  brothers  and  1 
sisters,  he  willingly  and  voluntarily  gave 
his  life  for  them. 

He  said  great  results  have  taken  place 
when  the  shepherds  make  a  concerted 
effort  and  show  concern. 

“We  realize,  as  in  times  past,  some  of 
the  sheep  will  rebel  and  are  ‘as  a  wild  flock 
which  fleeth  from  the  shepherd.’  But  most 
of  our  problems  stem  from  lack  of  loving 
and  attentive  shepherding. 

“With  a  shepherd’s  loving  care,  many  of 
our  young  people,  our  young  lambs,  would 
not  be  wandering.” 

President  Benson  said  the  problem  of 
people  not  caring  for  one  another  is  se- 
rious.  “All  we  need  to  do  is  put  the  priest¬ 
hood  to  work,”  he  said. 

He  told  priesthood  bearers  to  renew  A 
their  dedication  to  serve. 

“We  call  on  you  to  extend  yourselves 
with  renewed  dedication  and  to  do  some¬ 
thing  you  have  not  been  doing. 

“We  want  you  to  watch,  to  feed,  to  tend, 
and  to  care  for  the  flock,  and  in  the  event 
that  some  are  temporarily  lost,  we  want 
you  to  find  them.” 

There  is  no  greater  work  in  all  the  world  J 
than  that  of  saving  souls,  an  incomparable 
joy  that  can  be  gained  when  souls  are 
brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Savior,  I 
President  Benson  said. 

David  and  Goliath 

President  Hinckley  opened  his  address 
with  the  story  of  David  and  Goliath,  relat¬ 
ing  the  story  to  the  “Goliaths”  of  our  day. 

“There  are  Goliaths  all  around  you, 
hulking  giants  with  evil  intent  to  destroy 
you,”  President  Hinckley  said. 

Among  them  are  liquors,  tobacco, 
drugs,  pornography,  seductive  films  and 
inviting  magazines. 

“Behind  these  are  designing  men  and  ; 
institutions  who  would  like  to  enslave  you 
into  the  use  of  their  products. 

“The  giants  who  are  behind  these 
efforts  are  formidable  and  skillful.  They 
have  gained  vast  experience  in  the  war 
they  are  carrying  on  and  would  like  to  j 
ensnare  you.”  ; 

For  those  who  hold  the  priesthood, 
President  Hinckley  said,  these  Goliaths 
can  be  hit  “between  the  eyes.” 

“You  can  triumph  over  them  by  disci¬ 
plining  yourselves  to  avoid  them,”  he  said. 
“There  is  not  a  boy  within  the  sound  of  my 
voice  who  needs  to  succumb  to  any  of  these  | 
forces.  You  hold  the  priesthood  of  Gpd, 
you  are  a  son  of  God,  and  you  have  his 
power  within  you  to  sustain  you.  Stand 
your  ground  and  hold  your  place,  and  you 
will  be  triumphant,”  he  admonished.
